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A true Deduction 

Of all Tranſa&tions between HIS M A- 
JESTY of GREAT BRELE 
TAIN andthe KINGof DE N- 
MARK, with a DECLARA- 
TION of W AR againſt the ſaid 
KING, and the Motives that obliged 
HIS MAJESTY thereunto. 


Is Majeſties behaviour in all occaſions to- 
wards His Enemies abroad, hath ſufficient- 
ly manifeſted to the world, that whatever 


the provocations have been, He hath not 

thought fit to reſent them otherwiſe then defending 
Himfelf againſt the effeAs of them. And though the 
King of Denmarkafter ſo many Indignities and breach 
of Faith to His Majeſty, hath thought it neceſſary'to 
lay many unworthy aſperſions upon His Majeſty, and 
to make the foundation and ground of His entring in- 
to a League Offenſive and Defenſive with the States 
of the United Provinces, to be the Aſſault made by 
His Majeſties Ships in his Port of Berger, uſing in the 
Firſt Article of that ſaid Treaty, thele expreſs words. 
Whereas it is found that the Engliſh Ships of War © 
did the laft year 1665; commit ſeveral undue Fats in 
the very Currents ahd Havens themſelves of his ſaid 
Majeſty, and- Aſſailed bis Forts and Cafiles in a Hoſtile 
manner; therefore't1o _ of Engliſh Ships ſbail be 
2 per-= 
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permitted to come into his Ports or Currents, or Cattigat, 
or the Sound or Belt. 

Yet His Majeſty would have been glad, even for 
the Honour of that King, to have declined opening to 
the world the matter of Fa& whetcupon that aſper- 
ſion is grounded, had His Majeſty not been in dan- 
ger thereby of being thought a violater of the Laws 
of Nations, by ſending His Flcet into the Port of an 
Ally.to commit acts of Hoſtility upon the. Ships of 
ſuch as were 19 Amity with that Ally, though in open 
War with His Majeſty. Whereas He hath in truth 
the freedom of that Port trankly oftcred to Him, at 
a time His Majeſty thought nothing of 1t, 1n order to 
the doing thoſe aUts of Hoſtihity whereof He isnow 
reproached. 

With what affetion and concernment His Majeſty 
treated the King of Denmark, not onely in relation 
ro the Proteſtant Intereſt, but in reſpect allo of the 
near alliance of Bloud, and of kindneſs to His Peron, 
when He firſt returned into England, and when the 
Afﬀairs of Denmark were 1n diſorder, appears by the 
Treaty His Majeſty then made with that Crown, the 
firſt He entred into with any Prince; In which, re- 
flecting upon the 1]l uſage that King had lately recei- 
ved from the States of the United Provinces, and rhe 
apprehenſion the ſaid King then had of further OP- 
preſſion trom them, His Majeſty frankly declared His 
reſolution to aſliſt the King of Denmark with all 
His Power, againſt whomloever ſhould endeavour to 
do him injury. | 

From that time he the ſaid King of md ems 
continual complaints of the great Injuſtices apd Info-, 
lences he ſuſtained from the ſaid States, and leeming 
ro have terrible apprehenſions of. the Arms.of Swede, 
deſi red His Majeſtics interpoſition. with that Crown, 

that

that the Alliance between them might be ſtrictly ob: 


ſerved : In which His Majeſty immediately engaged 
Himſelf, and received ſuch fatisfattion from the 


Crown of Swede, as enabled Him to aflure that of 


Denmark, That whilſt they obſerved the Treaty 
lately made by themſelves with Swede, they need ap- 
prehend no Hoſtility from them. Upon which the 
King of Denmark acknowledging His Majeſties great 
friendſhip therein, and making all profeflions 1ma- 
ginable of ſuch his purpoſe, deſired His Majeſty that 
He would become Security to Swede, - that Denmark 
would punCtually obſerve and perform that Treaty 
of Peace; which His Majeſty alſo frankly charged 
Himſelf with. 

This was the ſtate of Aﬀairs when theſe of Holland 
began to make War againſt England, and to do all 
thoſe afts of Hoſtility ſo known to the world. 

His Majeſty then thought it fit crime again to inter- 
pole His good Offices, in removing the aboyelaid jea- 
louſfies, and to improve the good underſtanding be- 
tween thoſe two Northern Crowns, leſt in that con- 
junQure the vigilance and known Artifice of the 
Dutch might work upon them to each others preju- 
dice, and by dividing them, increaſe their own 
Power over them both: And to that purpole, He ar 
one time (ent two perſons of great Truft with Hin, 
and near relation to His immediate Service , His En- 
voyes to both Crowns, to perform thoſe Offices be- 
rween them, as might confirm their good Intelligence 
towards each other, and ſecure their Friend{hips t6- 
wards Him ; and as to Denmark, that was upon the 
matter His onely end, His Majeſty perſwadihbg Hiti- 
ſelf, Thar the condition of that Kingdotvi was fo 
weak by reaſon of their late troubles, and tlieir Do- 
meſtick Jealouſies and Diſcontents, that He could 
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not well or reaſonably advile them at that time to 
make any breach with the Hollander, or to do moreto- 
wards Him then His Treaty oblige d Him to do, ef PC= 
cially till ſuch a firm Confidence ſhould be eſtabliſhe 
between thole two Crowns, that they might be a 
mutual Afliſtance, Defence and Security to each 
other. 

But His Majeſties Envoye had not been many 
moneths in Denmark, when he found that King and 
his Council lels apprehenſive of the dilpleaſure ot Hol- 
land, then His Majeſty in His tenderneis towards 
them ſuppoſed they were. And purluant to thole 
incitements Count Hanibal Scheſtedt had at his late 
being in England, ſuggeſted to His Majeſty, wiſhing 


a common War againſt Holland, that King now 


again belought His Majeſty that He would Protedt 
them from tne In{olence of that people, and redeem 
them from ſeveral Oppreſlions they luſtained by 
them, when there ſhould be any new Treaties of 
Peace between His Majeſty and them; And in the 
mean time defired to renew the Treaty they had 
made with His Majeſty, with ſuch turther Obligaci- 
ons and Conditions as amounted to very licele” leſs 
then a preſent League Offenſive and Detenſive with 
His Majeſty againſt the ſaid States; which in che 
moneth of November 1664. were digeſted into a 
Proje&, and ſent from that Court into England, by 
an - aw from His Majeſties Envoye there. 

But when the ſame Expreſs returned with His Ma- 
zeſties conſent and approbation of what they had pro- 
poled, they made no haſte to adjuſt the Particulars, | 
but ſeemung to apprehend ſome ſpeedy Invaſion from 


Swede, defired that His Majeſty would ule His en- 


A—— to divert that miſchief from them, and to . 


'{ettle an entire underſtanding and pions be- 
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tween tholk two Crowns; which His Majeſty 'rea- 
dily again charged Himſelt with, having received: all 
potlible aflurance from Sweden of their compliance 
therein 3 upon which ground it was now thought fit 
to preſs Denmark (laying afide all further delaies) to 
confirm their Friendſhip with Swede ; which being 
done, all future Councils might be carried on upon 
nvtiad] deliberations and conſent : His Majeſty here- 
in grounding Himlelt upon the confidence He had of 
the honour and ſincerity of the King of Denmark him- 
ſelf, well knowing what an influence the Hollander 
would have upon moit of his Council. 

About the'moneth of Fare following, that King 
( in a caſual diſcourle with His Majeſties Envoye ) 
lamented the ill condition that he was involved in by 
the treacherous proceeding of the States General, 
who had been the caule of all -his calamities, and yet 
were poſleſled of a good Branch of his Revenue, al- 
leadging he was ſtill Indebred a great ſum of money _ 
to them, upon which argument he took all occafions 
to enlarge himſelt. 

His Majeſties Envoye told him, he might have fre- 
quent opportunities to quit that ſcore, and reimburſe 
himſelf of the moneys they had already taken from 
him 3 And that diſcourſe being with ſome earneſtneſs 
drawn on by that King, he at length conchaded, 
That if he had ſtrength and power enough, he would 
do it by ſeizing and poſſeſſing himſelf of all the Ships 
or Veſſels: belonging to any the Subjects of the (aid 
States that at preſent were in any of his Ports, or 
ſhould afterwards come 1n .thither. And when it 
was replyed by the Envoye, . That the King His Ma- 
ſters Ships might affiſt him in that Enterpriſe, he faid 
he would be very willing the Booty, ſhould be. divi- 
ded betwixt His Majeſty, and him; ; And further de- 

fired

fired him to make the Propoſition to His Majeſty : 
Whortill this Overture thus and then made, never had 
entertamed any thought of preſſing the King of 
Denmark to ach a reſolution. 

His Majeſties Envoye's Lettergiving a full account 
of the ſaid Overture, His Majeſty eaſily conſented 
to it, and returned His approbation with all ſpeed. 

On the tenth of July His Majeſties Envoye in- 

' form'd that King of His Majeſties accepting the Pro- 
poſition, and that he would give order to His Fleet 
to goto the execution of it ; which that King recei- 
ved as cheerfully, and withall told the Envoye, That 
ro make this Agreement the more profitable, He had 
dire&ed his Governours in Norway to invite all Dutch 
Ships into their Ports, and to uſe all means for the 
deraining in Harbour ſuch as were already there, and 
that they ſhonld ſpeedily underſtand the reaſon of it 
by an Expreſs, | and receive further dire&tions how 
they were to proceed. 

"Upon the 20® of the ſame moneth (Fly) that 
King receiving Advice from Norway, That De Ruyter 
was upon the Coaſt, he immediately ſent for His 
Majefties Envoye, told him the news with j Joy, and 
wiſhed him to looſe no time in giving the Advertiſe- 
ment thereof to His Majeſties Fleet, which he did 
torthwith by a Gallior. 

Upon the 24th of the ſame moneth, the King of 
Dermark dil! Wake his Expreſs with Orders to the 
Vice a at Chriſtiana, ind to the General Aleldt at 
Bergen, oe That they ſhould permit the Engliſh to 
Affault any - Holand Ships, though within their 
Ports' and under their Caftles, and to carry them 
away-as their Prize; but that a juſt account was to be 
kepr' of the' Whole, in regard that he the King of 
Denmark was'to have arr equal ſhare; further direct- 
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isg them to acquaint therewith the Commianders in 
Chict of any Engliſh Frigats, afloon as s they ſhould 


arrive upon their Coaſt. 
And in purſuance of this Gildenlen, the Vice-Roy 


of Norway {ent out two Galliots to finde the Engliſh. 


Fleet, and advertiſe them of the ſaid Agreement, 
with this limitation onely, That for the ſaving the 


King their Maſters honour to the world, they ſhould 


ſeemingly pretend to be highly offended at any A(- 
fault, when made by the Ergliſh. 

The buſineſi being thus laid, and ſome of the 
Commanders of His Majeſties F leet made acquainted 
with it upon the Thirtieth of the ſaid moneth July, 
the Earl of Sandwich ordered a Squadron of Ships to 
{ail to the Port of Bergen in purſuance of the ſaid 
Agreement, having received certain Intelligence of 
the Dutch Eaſt-India Ships being newly put in there, 
and preluming that before that time all Governours 
would have received notice of the Agreement, fince 
His Majeſty had ſent His approbation of it, and reſo- 
lution of executing it accordingly upon the Thirtieth 
of June, which was likewile received by the King of 
Denmark the Tenth of Jul. 

Upon the 31, Fifteen of the ſaid Squadron of 
Ships arrived at Buck.ap Ra, and Anchored there that 
night, which 1s wvithia the Rocks of Norway, but at 
leaſt Eight Leagues diſtant from Bergen. 

Early in the morning. upon the Firſt of Angſt, 
Sir Thomas Tyddeman Commanding the ſaid Squadron 
of Ships, lent a Gentleman of quality in a Pinnace to 
the Governour of the Caſtle, to give him notice of 
our coming, that he might not be furprited, carrying 
allo with him for the ſaid Governour two Letters, one 
from the Earl of Sandwich, the other from Sir Thomas 


Tyddeman, both ;mporting, That the deſign of their 
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coming, was onely to annoy the Dutch, and that ſtrict 
caution ſhould be taken, that none of the Ships ſhould 
offer any violence, or do any injury to any the Sub. 
jects of the King of Denmark. 

Between fix and ſeven of the clock in the evening 
of the firſt of Angnſt, the {aid Squadron of Ships ar- 
rived within the Buoy of the Haven, and when they 
were drawing themlelves nearer into their ſtations 
toward the Dutch Ships, the Caſtle ſhot ſharp charged 
to them, as a warning to keep off, and with {mall ſhot 
broke one of the Engliſh men's legs as they were in 
their Boats carrying out their Anchors; all which was 
endured on their part without making any return of 
Hoſtility ; and yet all this ſame time the Dutch were 
permitted without the leaſt interruption,to draw their 
Ships of beſt force into a Line, and form themſelves 
for their own better defence, and to oppole the 
Engliſh, planting their Guns upon the Shore, above 
Seventy of which were fixt in the Caſtle, for the 
greater annoyance of the Engliſh. 

However the Engliſh proceeded to form themſelves 
in the beſt manner they could for their advantage , in 
which they ſpent the whole night, till four ofthe clock 
next morning, being forced to Tow their Ships with 
Hawlers, the wind being direcly contrary. 

But during all this time, hoping yet for better uſage, 
they Treated allo with the General the Lord Alfeldt, 
and they informed him of the ſecret Agreement be- 
tween the two Kings: : but he would not own to have 
had then any notice of it, inſiſting upon having the 
whole Booty for the King of Denmark his Maſter, and 
alleadging for it, That he had for that purpoſe {ent 
out Galliots to the Northward, to invite and draw 1n 
thole Dutch Ships thither, under pretence of their 


7 That His Maſter was about to {end 22 Men 
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of War to {ecure them for his own uſe; And that it 
would {cem a ſtrange thing to the world, that ſuch 
great Friends and Allys as the two Kings were, ſhould 
have a difference about the moyety of a few Prizes, 
ſince his Maſter allo had the more need of them, and 
would probably imploy the Riches againſt the com- 
mon Enemy : Adding, That the Hollanders would 
be equally loolers, whither the King of Denmark had 
the whole, or His Majeſty of England had half of it. 

But at Jength the Lord Aleld: leeing the Engliſh 
inſiſt thereupon, deſired Propoſitionsin writing, in 
order to an equal Diviſion of the Prizes z which were 
accordingly given him, though he ſtill ſeemed to de- 
fire to defer the Attaquing of the Hollanders 
ſome days, which at a Council of War of all the Sea- 
Captains was underſtood, as in truthit appeared, to 
be to no other end, bac to give the Hollander time z 
and therefore concluded upon a preſent Afſfault, 
which was accordingly begun by five of the clock that 
morning, the ſecond of Auguſt, when all expeQation 
of the Generals Agreement was quite taken off; be- 
ſides that by delaying it any longer, the Hollanders 
would not onely have ſtrengthened themſelves there, 
but the Ergliſh ſhould have been in danger alſo of 
their Fleet A War's arrival, and falling in upon them. 

At this Council of War Sir Thomas Tyddeman gave 
all his Captains ſtrictly 1n charge, That they ſhould 
not fire againſt the Caſtles or Forts, and ſhould allo 
be very careful to direct all their ſhot low at the Hulls 
of the Nutch Ships, to prevent what they could any 
damage to the Town that lay behind the Ships : Both 
which direCtions all the Seamen do unanimouſly agree 
were performed, according as in the Treating with 
the General all thoſe directions were promiſed to be 
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The Diſpute continued till near Eight of the clock; 
during which time, it 15 true, the Caſtle hung out a 

White Flag; but to what intent the Engliſh could not 
oueſs : for all the Seamen, whole ſtation was neareſt 
the Caſtle, agree alſo in this point, That the Caſtle 
never left firing from ſome Quarter or other of it ; 

' imagining then that Dutchmen who might haye been 
taken in for the ſtrengthening of the Caſtle, had ſtill 
fired againſt the Generals Order, during the time of 
hanging out the White Flag, as indeed it was; for 
they had at leaſt 3oo of them there. 

The greateſt damage that the Engliſh received, was 
from the Caſtle, which by accidental ſhots cut ſome 
Hawſers that kept the firſt Line together ; and lo to 
avoid the ialling foul with one another, they were 
forced from their ſtations, and when they were out 
of the reach of the Dutch Guns, the Fort upon the 
outmoſti point on the Starboard-fide, ſhot at them 
afreſh, whoſe Guns the Engliſh had ſilenced dnring 
the Engagement, and in their going off, had many of 
their men killed by them. 

Notwithſtanding which, the Engliſh came that day 
to an Anchor within the Rocks of Norway, five 
Leagues diſtant from Berger, having no Pilots that 
could ſhew them Anchoring-hold nearer for ſo many 
Ships together. 

Whilſt His Majeſties Ships were here Repairing 
and ſtopping Leaques, ſeveral Civilities and Comple- 
ments were interchanged again between the Gover- 
nour and Sir Thomas Tyddeman. And upon the {e- 
venth of Auguſt Mr. Tolnor, a Gentleman who came 
in the confidence of the Treaty, the night before the 
Engagement, to His Mayeſties Ships, was ſent again 
irom my Lord Afﬀeldt, declaring, That his Lordſhip 
had now received his Orders from the King of Der- 
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mark his Maſter to bd the Engliſh to make at- 
tempts upon the Dutch in his Port, and withall, 
| brought his Majeſtics Envoyes Letter from the Court 
of Denmark, tor the Admiral of the Engliſh Fleer, 
that imported the ſame thing. 

The Lord Alfeldt alſo then lent a Letter all writ in 
his own hand, to Sir Thomas Clifford, to deſire that he 
- would give him a meeting the night following, that 
there might be ſome proper way concluded upon tor 
the ſecond attaque; in which Letter are theſe ex- 
preſlions: 

I bave now received an Order from my Maſter, &c. 
If it had pleaſed God that we might have had our Or- 
ders before, all that is paſſed would have been unpra- 
Giſed; I do long beartily to have the honour to ſee you ; 
but I beg it of you it be by night, and in diſguiſe, ſince 
it highly concerns the Intereſt of both our Kings. 

This meeting was readily agreed unto, at which 
the Lord Alfeldt produced ſeveral Articles and Con- 
ditions to be agreed upon, to this effect : That he 
would have the booty equally divided; but out of 
which there ſhould be taken, firſt, One hundred thou- 
{and pound Sterling in Caſh ; halt of it for the Squa- 
dron of Ships, and half for himſelf and Souldiers : 
The Dntch that ſhould be taken priſoners, ſhould be 
{ent away to Holland in fome empty bad Ships, and 
none of them to remain at Bergen, that they might 
not be witneſſes of the diviſion of the Booty. That 
tour of the Engliſh Frigats ſhould remain in the Port 
of Bergen at leaſt ſix weeks, pretending to be there 
on their own account, for ſecuring the other moyety 
of the Booty that ſhould be left behind, and tor bring- 
ing it fafe ro England ; when notwithſtanding, that 
moyety ſhould-bethe King of Denmark's, and thoſe 
iaid four Engliſh Frigats to be abſolutely in the King 
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of Denmark's Service, during the faid time of the ſaid 
fix weeks. Which Propoſitions written with his own 
hand, General Affeldt gave to Sir Thos: Clijord. 

But they were allo clog'd with other Artic cs thar 
made a {econdattempt unpracticable, tor they bound 
up the Engliſh from taking all their advantages upon 
the Dutch, as particularly, They ſhouid rot come 
farther then the Boom; 1o that it they ſhonld kave 
beaten the Dutch from the Holds of their Ships, they 
had had no means of taking polletiion of them. Be- 
ſides, they were forbid to land any ot their men, and 
ſo come inupon their Ships on the backs of them; 
and all this denied to them under the pretence of ſe- 
curing the Town from Fire, which might happen in 
grapling together ; when notwithſtanding this great 
caution againſt the Engliſh, the Dutch had been per- 
mitted to fit a Fire-ſhip to be ſet out upon them, it 
the wind ſhould ſerve ; fo turn. 

At this Conterence between the Lord Alfeide and 
Sir Shomas Clifford, his Lordſhip propoled the {end- 
ing for two or three freſh Engliſh Frigats more, to 

ive the buſineſs better colour; However, rather 
adviled the whole Squadron to return to the Earl of 
Sandwich, plainly declaring the power and ai>:nry he 
had to keep the Dutch Ships in the Harbour, though 
the whole Holland Fleet ſhould endeavour to fetch 
them off : And intimated, that he would do it for 
ſome time, {aying, Though the Engliſh Fleet ſhould 
be drawn away upon their own Coaſt for refreſhment; 
yet he had occaſion and reaſon enough to hold the 
Dutch ſome time in Parley for the Damages the 
Town and Caſtle had received in their Protection. 
His Excellency was alſo pleaſed to expreſs a great at- 
feQtion for the Engliſh Intereſt, and that he would be 


glad of opportunities to do ſomething that might 
merit 
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merit from them in {ome fort to recompenſe ſo many 
brave men's lives that fell there. 

Sir Thomas Clifford returning to the Squadron of 
the Engliſh Fleet, and there repreſenting to Sir 
« Thomas Tademan, and the Captains with whom 
he adviied, that by thele reſtrictions, and dil- 
advantageous propoſals pretended to. be made 
ior the prelervation of the Town from Fire , 
His Majeſties Ships would be hindred from caking 
their Advantages upon the Dutch, by Boarding 
of them, or to come on the back of them by land, as 
they ſhould ſee cauſe, and were to be left to the 
Comprrol! of the Forts and Caſtles, whether they 
ſhould! poſſels themlelves, or not, of the Enemies 
Ships, after beaten irom their Guns; all which he had 
Iikewile before told the Governour. It was upon 
good confideration reſolved to return to the whole 
Fleet ; but before they went off, Sir Thomas Tydde- 
man ſent a civil Letter to the Lord Alfeldt, intimating 
intentions of returning. The General Alfeldt 
diſtracted with his former irreſolutions, and perhaps 
too greedy defire of profit, was lo far from getting 
time by capitulating upon his Maſters account with 
the Hollanders (as he promiſed he would in the laſt 
Conterence) for Damages tothe Town and Caſtle, 
occaſioned by defending them, that upon Recorn- 
nenſes onely to his own particular, perhaps autho- 
rized by ſome change of Council from Copenhagen, 
he perm 7rted them to ſet Sail upon the very firſt no- 
tice given them by a ſingle Gallior, That their Fleet 

a5 come oat to Convoy them: home, afſiſcing them 


wh the ableſt Pilots im that Harbour, which were 
denied to Hits Majeities Ships. 


T his 
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This is an exa&t Relarion of what paſſed at Berger, 
and agrees in al] points with what was given t6 yy 
King of Denmark by his own Officers concerning it. 
But the diſingenuity of the Davifh proceedings Joth 
not end here; for his Majcity finding a Squadzon 
of his Ships ſo ill Treated by the Daniſh Caſtles, con- 
trary to the Agreement, and his expeCtation fruſtra- 
ted of having a joynt and mutual advantage to both 
the Crowns follow ſuch an Engagement, the pro- 
ſpect of which had made him expoſe to hazards the 
" arg: of the following Summers Service, by aivi- 
ding His Naval Forces at a time when the Enemy was 
putting to Sea with all the {trength it was poſſible for 
them to make ; thought tit ro "Td to expoltulate 

with the King of Denmark upon this whole matter, 
and demand Reparation. 

And this He thought might be moſt properly per- 
formed by a perſon who had been actually ingaged 
in the whole Afﬀair of Bergen. According to w rhich, 
He chole Sir Thamas Clifford, then newly tamed 
from the Fleet, togo to him 1n the quality of Extra- 
ordinary Envoye, who might truly relate all thar had 
paſſed, and require fatisfaGtion, by the delivery of the 
Holland Ships ſuppoſed to be yet in His poſleſit- 
on ; which thing performed, mighr together with 
the former Envoye reſiding 1n that Court, Treat of 
and conclude a Peace Offenſive and Defenſi ve; and 
that effefted, go with the like Powers to the Court 
of Swede, by invite that Crown alſo into the ſame 
League. 

At Sir Thomas Cliffords firſt arrival at Copenhagen, 
and Audience, that King aſhamed of what had pal- 
ſed at Bergen, and Forts the blame upon his Offi 
cers, ſeemed very ſolicitous to compoſe all matters 
between the two Crowns, to His Majelties content, 

being 
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being very apprelienfive of the juſt reſentment that 
His Majeſty might have for the delay in ſending Or-. 
dersto his Governors, purſuant to the freſh Agree« 
ment3 and faid, It would bea very hard caſe upon 


him, if the long and ſtrict Friendſhip of the two 


Crowns ſhould be broken, for ſome miſcarriage and 
mal-execution in a thing that was propoſed by him+ 


ſelf with ſo much zeal and affection to the King of 


England's Intereſt, urging that this was the only real 
thing by which he was then able to ſhew his good in- 
clinations to his Majeſties concernments, his equipage 
of Shipping not being in any readineſs to be affiſtant 
to him in the War, and the giving up his Ports was all 
he could do. Though thus excuſing himſelf what 
was paſſed,and offering fairly for the Rees he made 
no clear anſwer to what was objected, to the delay 
that was made between the tenth of Fuly tothe twen- 
ty fourth; all which time paſſed after rhat Kings res 
ceipt of His Majeſties approbation, and his ſendi 
Orders to his Governours, ſave that they could _ 
ſooner agree upon a method for the doing it, and put 
it into Cypher. Andastothe ſudden and eafie per- 
miſſion of the D#tch to go out of the Port of Berger, 
it was onely faid, they knew it not, but were yet 
always expeCting a more exact and full account of the 
manner of it, both the King and his chief Miniſters 
ſeeming to be ſurpriſed at it, and deſiring -to make a- 
mends, and redeem the former miſcarriage as much as 
was poſltble. | | 
Accordingly Count Hanibal Seheftedt upon the 
twentieth day of September, retiews to his Majeſties 
Envoyesin that Kings name, the former Propoſition 
_ ofSeizing the Dutch Ships in any of that Kings Ports, 
upon the former tearms, there beihy yet {even-of 
their Men of Wat, and one Eaft-India Man inthe

Sound; two of their Eaſft-India Men more at Tunsberg, 
and many rich laden ſhips more in other Ports in Nor- 
way, diſperſed and driven in by the Storm and Engliſh 
Fleet ; and to be ſure not to miſcarry as formerly, or 
to leave any ground for ſuſpicion of their ſincerity, 
Count Hanibal told the faid Envoyes he would bring 
to them the ſaid Original Orders and Letters, for 
their re{peive Governours, and they themſelves 
ſhould ſend them away by Expreſles, and alſo ſhonld 
have Calliote in the Sound to ſend the Advice of it to 
the Encl fb Feet, that ic might be the ſooner executed; 
brit chac very ev*1ing the 21 day of September,that the 
Envoyes expected rhe pertormance of Count Hanibals 
promiſes, ir:{read of che ſaid Orders, he brought cer- 
tain news of the recurn of the Engliſh Fleet to their 
own Ports; upon th: knowledge of which, the Dutch 
Ships 1n the Sound had weighed Anchor, and were 
bound homeward, and that it was probable the reſt 
of their Ships lately put into Norway, had done the 
like : All which Intelligence he received from 
Monfieur Azteron, the Envoye for the States in that 
Court, who was then newly arrived with it from 
Elſenore, who probably brought with him ſomething 
beſides news to induce them to change again their 
reſolution ; ſo that here was alſo an end of thoſe Pro- 
poſitions on their part, which had certainly produced 
an Offenſive League againſt the States of the United 
Provinces. 

By all which, it may be ſeen, upon what accidents 
that King varyed his Councils, and that he doth not 
fairly impute to his Majeſties comportment towards 
him the change of them. 

From that very time His Majeſties Envoyes obſer- 
ved a great egldneſs and reſervednels in all the pro- 
ceedings of the Miniſters in that Court with _

F He Subſcribed Extraordinary Enwoyes of England, 
in their Memorial of the ſixteenth paſt, acquainted 

your Majeſty with the diſſatisfaSiion of the King their 
Maſter, in the delaies which he hath found in his Trea- 
ties with your Majeſty, and in the late unfriendly uſage 
of bis Ships at Bergen, contrary to your Majeſties Agree- 
ment, and indeed Propoſal to the King their Maſter, by 
which means the Engliſh ſuffered not onely the diſhonout 
of a repulſe and loſs of many brave men, but it hath fie 
wen occaſion alſo to the Chriſtian world to cenſure,though 
in truth very unjuſtly, the King their Maſter, as guilty 
of the violation of ſuch a Friends and Allies Port, and 
to ſay that none can be ſecure of his Friendſhip, when er- 
ther Intereſt, or other temptation of profit offers it ſelf, 
by which His Majeſty is moſt ſenſibly wounded in Honour. 
For the repration of which, they made ſeveral Propo- 
ſals to your Majeſties Commiſſeoners, ( which they alſo 
ſuppoſed neither diſhononrable nor diſadvantageous to 
your Majeſties Intereſt ) but being ftill delayed and put 
off without having any ſatisfa&tion therein, they are 
Commanded by the King their Maſter, to profeſs an in- 
tire diſsatisfaFtion of your Majeſties proteedinigs with 
bim, and withall to acquaint your Majeſty. that he will 
take all lawful ways and means for the juſt vindication 


of Himſelf. And to that purpoſe one of them hath Or- 


der to take a ſpeedy leave, and haſten to the Court of 


Sweden, rightly to inform that King of the Motives 
which led Him to the ation at Bergen ; and therefore 
they ure forced to preſs your Majeſty to a final reſolution,

This Memorial begat in them overtures of Treat- 
ing again, both the King and His Commiſſioners, 
Count Hanibal Sehefiedt Lord High Treaſurer and 
Prime Miniſter, and Monſieur Gabell, equal in Power 
and Credit to him, and all the reſt ſeeming fond 
of a ſpeedy concluſion, reſolved upon meeting daily, 
which was accordingly done ; and after mature De- 
bate and deliberation, the ſaid Commiſſioners, with 
His Majeſttes ſaid Envoyes, did on the Eighteenth of 
Ofober, Sign and Seal a League Offenſive and De- 
fenfive with Englandagainſt the Dutch, to be proſe- 
cuted by Seaand Land, the ſaid Commiſſioners ha- 
ving a full power thereunto under that Kings Hand 
and Seal. In which he promiſes on the word of a 
King and a Chriſtian, to ratifie whatſoever ſhould be 
agreed unto. 

\ The concept of which Treaty was after carried 
into Swedeland, wherein it is worth the obſerving, 
That the Danifb Miniſters infiſting particularly, that 
the buſineſs of Bergen ſhould be for ever forgotten, 
and neither claim nor expoſtulation upon it ever 
raiſed in the future; it was thereon agreed to, and 
formally made a Fundamental Article ofthe ſaid Trea- 
ty. His Majeſties Miniſters ( notwithſtanding the 
notorious offence complained of in the foregoing Me- 
morial) thinking it fit to ſacrifice the remembrance 
of this injury to the good of Chriſtendom, in the 
uniting theſe three Proteſtant Crowns; and that at 
the ſame time, (as is afterwards made plain the ſaid 
King of Denmark makes a Treaty with Holland againſt 
England, 
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England, laying the Foundation of it, in the pream- 
ble, upon the violence done to his Port of Bergen, 


forgetting he himſelt invited the Engliſh 
they did, or aſhamed to own it to the world. | 
And to make this League the more uſeful to both 
the Crowns, proviſion was likewiſe made in it, not 
onely for the Swede to enter in, and declareit a triple 
Union ; but an Article was inſerted in it, to make the 
whole voide and ineffectual, unleſs the King and 
Kingdom of Swede did openly embrace and joyn in 
it. Which, as on the one tide it evinces the honor and 
eſteem his Majeſty had for {uch a Union with the 
Crown of Swede; {o on the other it evinces the dil- 
reſpect, and indeed, affront given to that Crown b 
the King of Denmark, in concluding an Offenſive 
League with thc Hollanders againſt England, without 
ſo much as expecting what the reſolution of Swede 
would be in the matter. | | 
This Treaty wasno ſooner finiſhed in Copenhagen, 
but within a day or two, Sir Thomas Clifford, impows- 
ered for that purpole, began his journey to Stockbolm, 
where it was promiſed him-by the Daniſh Mi- 
niſters, That their Reſident would confer with him 
upon it, and ſhould have full Powers {ent him to joyn 
in the concluſion of it in that Court. 
Within a ſhort time afterthe ſaid Envoyes arrival 
and Audience at Stockbolm, there came cettain Intel- 
ligence from England to the ſaid Envoye, That K1- 
nenberg, who was privately. ſenr'away from Copenha-

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Swedeland came to the Great Chancellour of Swede, 
_ and other Miniſters, prefling earneſtly their '{peedy 
entrance inco the Offenftive League with England 
againſt Holland ;, and by exact computation of the 
time, it was after found, that that very numerical 
day, Klunenberg acquainted the Swediſh Envoye at 
the Hagne, with their other Offenſive Treaty Signed 
in Holland againſt England, uſing many arguments to 
him, to per{wade the King of Swede to enter into the 
faid Offenſive Alliance. 

+. This .procecding of the Danes being: known in 
England, and appearing fo contrary to all Faith and 
Honour, and fo deluſfory, His Majeſty thought fit ro 
ſend for Sir Thomas Clifford to return ſpeedily to him, 
perſonally to :nform him of the right ſtate of all mat- 
ters; it being concluded, his abſence from Stockholm 
could not diſcompole any thing concerted with Der- 
mark, ft they ſhould yet keep to their firſt Treaty 
Signed with England, fince there remained in the 
Court of Swede, his Majeſties former Extraordinary 
Envoye Mr. Coventry, fully inſtructed in all things, 
and with full Power to Treat and conclude with that 
Crown, the ſaid Triple League Offenſive and 
Defenſive againſt the States of the United Pro- 
VInCes. 

Itis further obſervable, That the ſaid Treaty Ot- 
tenfive and Defenſive againſt Holland, was Signed 
and Sealed at Copenhagen,the Court of the ſaid King, 
ſo as no room is left to excuſe what was after done 1n 
Holland, by the pretence of Miniſters miſtaking their 
Maſters Orders. Immediately upon which it was 
imparted to the King of Great Britains Envoyes, 
That Count Hanibal Sebeftedt ſhould go in the Qua- 


lity of Ambaſſador Extraordinary ſeemingly, into 
Holland, 
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Holland, but indeed into Lovlend the better to a- 
'muſe them, and gain time whilſt their Naval 'pre- 
parations were making ready tor the defence of the 
Sound, againſt the attempts that might probably be 
early made by the Ho/landers, it they ſhould ſuſpe&t 
ſuch a Triple Union ; the faid Count declaring to 
them, It was his opinion Denmark ſhould ſtick to Eng- 
land, though Swede (hould not come in ; adding, He 
would uſe all his endeavors accordingly : And this 
was {o far carried on, as to cauſe one of his Majeſties 
Veſſels to be written for from England, to come to 
Oftend to carry him thither ; inſtead of which, he 
went directly from Holland to France. About which 
time, the Daniſh Treaty with Ho!land was made pub- 
lick, and the conſequences of it have been without 
any more notice, or other formality uſed towards 
England, to ſeize all Engliſh Ships and Merchandiſe 
within that Kings Power, and in ſuch a rigorous man- 
ner,as hath bean ſcarce praCtiſed by any other King or 
State in any time. The Engliſh FaQtors in Norway, 
and other places of his Dominions have been all im- 
priſoned ; and if any perſons were but ſuſpected to 
have Trade and Dealing with his Majeſties _ 
their Goods have been firſt ſeized, and then they put 
to their Oaths to declare whether the ſaid Goods did 
belong to Engliſhmen. 

This a true Deduction of all Tranſactions betwixt 
His Majeſty and the King of Denmark, whereby it 
may be ſeen how ill thatKing hath requited His Ma- 
zeſties good will, fo partially (as ſtanders by obſerved) 

applied to him, "and be from thence warned how to 
deal with him. His Majeſty for vingication of his 
own Honour, and reſenting the wrongs done to his 
SubjeRs , having thought fit herewith to Declare 
open 
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open War to the ſaid King, as againſt his greateſt 
Enemy, not FEY but God Almighty will 
the Juſtice of his cauſe, and give him opportunities 
of revenging the wrongs done to himſelf and his Sub- 
eas, and the world ſee the ſincerity and Juſtice of 
his Majcſties heart therein, and how unavoidably he 
hath been provoked chereunto. | 
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
